Congolese 
Racing to 
Stanleyville

KINDU, the Congo (AP) - 


Congolese 
troops 
and 
their 


white mercenary leaders raced 
northward today toward rebel 
Stanleyville. There were no re- 
ports of rebel resistance,. 


Congolese army headquarters 


announced the advancing col- 
umn, 
which left Kindu Thurs- 


day, had entered the Punia dis- 
trict 150 miles north of Kindu. 
They still had 180 road miles 
between them and Stanleyville. 


En route they must cross the 


300-yard-wide Lowa River at 
Yumbi. Normally, there 
is a 


motor launch for a ferry, but it 
was not known if it was in work- 
ing order. 


Radio Stanleyville broadcast 


a warning from rebel leader 
Christophe Gbenye that "any 
attack provoked by the Ameri- 
cans may end the stay of execu- 
tion of Paul Carlson." Carlson, 
an American medical mission- 
ary, was sentenced to death as 
a spy but his execution was 
postponed until Monday. 


The Congolese army's com- 


mander in chief, Gen. Joseph 
Mobutu, predicted in Kindu that 
his forces would take Stan- 
leyville by next week. 


Maj. 
Michael Hoare, a South 


African mercenary, moved out 
of Kindu Thursday with his 5th 
Commando Group and headed 
for Punia. A single unpaved 
road through the tropical rain 
forest is the only route north 
from Kindu to Stanleyville.

The United States 
denied the charge and said he 
had no connection with any 
American government or mili- 
tary organization.

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Faubui Would 
Let Cities Levy 
Additional Tax 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus said Thursday 
he may try to give economical- 
ly beleaguered cities the right to 
levy taxes to solve their money 
problems. 


Faubus said that at this time 


he is favorably inclined toward 
giving cities home rule, which 
would let them levy taxes on 
sales, special vehicle taxes and 
additional tazes on such items 
as whisky, beer and cigarettes. 


"This is one of the good ap- 


proaches," Faubus said. "It is 
widely accepted and used in the 
nation." 


Faubus said he hasn't gotten 


around to making any specific 
recommendation in this field to 
the General Assembly. 


He said he did not know 


whether city officials would like 
the idea of home rule. 


It is one of six points in a leg- 


islative program drawn up by 
the Arkansas Municipal League 
to aid cities with financial ills. 
Faubus has endorsed five of the 
points outright and one in princi- 
ple. 


The only disagreement 
be- 


tween Faubus and the league is 
over percentages of funds. 


The league, in supporting the 


idea of home rule, represents 
municipalities'in Arkansas, but 
Faubus said he believed some 
cities would not be in favor of 
home rule. 


Cities have pressed Faubus 


and the legislature for more 
general and highway revenues 
recently 
with 
little success. 


Home .rule would take away 
some of the pressure, Faubus 
said. 


He called it "share the re- 


sponsibility," not "shift the re- 
sponsibility" legislation. 


As a safeguard to home rule, 


Fa«b«s said; he^would^like' to 
see a provision in such a bill 
making every tax increase or 
new tax subject to public vote. 


The governor 
repeated 
his 


statement that Arkansas teach- 
ers are underpaid and that he 
and the legislature want to give 
them the $1,000 pay raise he 
promised them during the cam- 
paign. 


He also said he would let the 


legislators solve the financial 
troubles of the State Police 
agency. He also said he favored 
a minimum wage law for the 
state, but didn't know whether 
he would sponsor such a bill in 
the 1965 legislature. The mini- 
mum wage law is the only way 
to raise the per capita income, 
he said.

Typhoon Kills 100 
in Philippines 


MANILA (AP) _ The Philip- 


pine 
Constabulary 
estimated 


today that Typhoon Louise left 
more than 100 persons dead in 
Surigao del Norte Province, on 
northeastern Mindanao Island. 


More than 100 dead were esti- 


mated in one Surigao village on 
the coast, and many ,more 
deaths were feared in remote 
areas. 


A constabulary report from 


the province said the storm, 
which had winds up to 156 miles 
an hour, destroyed all buildings 
in Surigao town. 


From Mindanao the typhoon 


moved northwest across Negros 
and Cebu toward the main is- 
land of Luzon. But its force 
dropped rapidly and it was 
downgraded to a tropical storm, 
with maximum winds of 
59 


miles.
